“ We favor the establishm ent of a 
postal savings hank system for the con­ 
venience of the people and the encour­ 
agement of thrift." 
This Is the declaration of the Repub­ 
lican national platform , and postal sav­ 
ings banks will without doubt be au­ 
thorized by law and established as a 
part of our financial system by tin* 
action of Congress at Its coming so; 
•Ion, which will Im* convened in Decem­ 
ber. 
Indeed, much lias already lieen 
accomplished towards the enaotment of 
this law, 
At the lust session of Con­ 
gress u hill 
was carefully 
prepared 
Which met with the approval of the 
Postm aster General, and was reported 
ujxui favorably by the Senate Commit* 
tee on Post Office* and Post Roads. 
This bill is now on the Senate calendar 
and ta)ii be acted upon as scon as Con­ 
gress Is convened. 
The scope of the proposed law is set 
forth In the committee report, which Is 
in part as follows: 


( o u i III I I I r n R e p o rt, 
The purpose of this bill is to place 
at the disiHisal of people of 
sinai! 
means the machinery of the Postoffice 
D epartm ent to ald and encourage them 
to save their earnings. 
The subject of 
postal savings banks or depositories is 
not new in this country and it may be 
truly said to lie quite fam iliar to the 
people of Europe ami the British colon­ 
ies. 
The propriety 
of 
establishing 
postal savings banks became the sub­ 
ject of discussion in England as early 
as I,si>7. 
Every objection to such use 
of the postoffice facilities urged in this 
country was vigorously pressed in the 
long-continued discussion of the subject 
In England. 
For over fifty years private savings 
institutions waged bitter opposition to 
tho growing sentim ent in favor of postal 
savings 
hanks, but 
notwithstanding 
such opposition in 1.801 an act of Par 
liument was passed entitled “An act 
to grant additional facilities for de­ 
positing small savings with the security 
of the government for the due repay­ 
ment thereof.” Thnt tile alarm of pri­ 
vate institutions was ill 
founded is 
tm ply proven by the recorded fact thai 
the private savings 
banks 
increased 
th eir capital by more than ten millions 
of dollars in the first fifteen years fol­ 
lowing the establishm ent of postal sav­ 
ings institutions. 
T hat the postal savings institutions 
proved successful is satisfactorily a t­ 
tested by the fact that no backward 
step has ever been til ken in England on 
th i s subject and by the further fact 
that in rapid succession the lead of 
England w as taken by bt ber countries 
The prim ary purpose of these insti­ 
tutions is to encourage th rift and ii 
saving disposition among the people of 
small means by placing at their dis 
Pos;11 In every part of 
the country 
ready facilities for the depositing of 
small sums, with absolute assurance of 
repaym ent on demand with a low rate 
of interest on 
a 
limited 
aggregate 
amount. 


P om ta I S a v i n a * B a n k s N e e d e d . 
In certain parts of our country sav­ 
ings institutions are sufficiently numer­ 
ous to accommodate the people, but 
such areas are quite limited, being con­ 
fined to New- England aud New York. 
It is alleged that by reason of the num­ 
ber and location of savings banks there 
is one savings account to every two of 
the population of New England, where­ 
as In all (he country outside New En­ 
gland and New York the average is 
only one savings account to every l-»7 
of the population. 
Taking such figures 
to be approximately correct and recog­ 
nizing the fact that the people of all 
sections 
of 
this country are pretty 
much the same in habits, Inclinations, 
and purposes, it must be obvious to the 
most casual observer that the people 
of the South, the Middle West, and the 
West do not save their earnings aa do 
those of New England from the mere 
want of secure places in which deposits 
may be made. 
To those who feel Inclined to believe 
that the establishment of postal sav­ 
ings depositories will involve an ele­ 
ment of paternalism it seems quite suf­ 
ficient to suggest that the machinery of 
the Postoffice Department la now in ex. 
istence and will continue to exist with­ 
out diminution of 
expense whether 
such depositories are created or not 
and that the establishment of these 
depositories for the 
benefit 
of 
the 
people will not involve one farthing of 
loss to the Poat-Ofliee Department, but 
will probably, on the contrary, prove 
more than self-sustaining. 
Very slight 
computation will clearly demonstrate 
that the postal savings depositors can 
not burden the Post-Office Department 
With any additional deficiency.

I cold snap here was not congenial to 
him and he said that if it did not warm 
up soon he should pull out for a warm­ 
er climate. He expects to leave in a 
short time for San Francisco to return 
to his duties. 


MUSIC AND DRAMA "I 


Major A. B. Foster, in command of a 
batallion cf Philippine scouts and gov- 
omer of the district of Catabato, which 
is a par* of the island of Mindanao, P. 
I., has been visiting his sister, Mrs. W. 
A. Fleming for some days past. Major 
Foster, who is a Capt. in the 19th U. 
S. Infantry, detailed for service with 
the scouts, talks very interestingly of 
life and conditions of the islands. 
His 
present service on the islands is his 
second, he having gone there in 1899 
with his regiment to assist in subduing 
the insurrection there. 
After a term of service there he 
came to the States with his regiment 
and returned with it to the islands in 
1905 About a year and half ago he was 
detailed as ma jor of Philippine scouts and 
assigned to the district of Catabato. 
He has under him a batallion of four 
companies of scouts, the enlisted men 
being all Macabebes from the island 
of Luzon. 
The commissioned officers 
of the batallion are Americans detailed 
from the non-commissioned officers of 
the regular army. 
Major Foster states 
that during the last three years every­ 
thing has been very quiet on the island 
and the scouts have had little to do ex­ 
cept as they are the visible signs of 
the governmental power, their control 
of the natives being in the moral effect 
rather than the physical. 
Major Fos- I 
ter, in addition to his duties as com­ 
mander of the scouts is also governor 
of the district and appoints a prominent 
man in each community to assist in en­ 
forcing discipline. 
He also acts as a 
justice, trying petty criminal and small 
civil cases, while the court of first in­ 
stance in the province, over which 
Judge Springer, 
formerly of Iowa, 
presides, has jurisdiction of seriou 
crimes and of appeals from his decis 
ions. 
He states that the judge goes 
from place to place, as does the dis 
trict judge in Minnesota, and has simi­ 
lar functions. From this court there may 
be an appeal to the supreme court of 
the islands, which is he*d in Manilla 
There is not enough business in any or. 
town to sustain lawyers and they make 
their headquarters at Zamboanga, th* 
capitol of the pr vince, traveling th 
circuit after a manner of the days o.' 
Abraham Lincoln. 
Major Foster states that he likes tin­ 
work and country. The Morros, over 
whom he has jurisdiction are Mohamen . 
dans, there being only about twenty 
white people in his entire district, near­ 
ly all being officials or in the employ 
of the government There are several 
ladies in the number, Mrs. Foster liv­ 
ing there with him. 
At p esent she is 
visiting in Denver. The Major states 
that the maximum tem perature is about 
96 degrees, while there is a range of 
but 25 to 30 degrees during the year. 
As a rule the nights are cool. 
The ex 
pense of living he finds about the same 
the world over, some things being 
higher in one place and other things 
higher in others. 
Strange as it m ay1 
seem he says servants are dearer than 
here. 
The servants 
are 
nearly all 
Chinese, the Morros not being suffi­ 
ciently educated to the ways of civili­ 
zation. The Filipinos, he states, make 
good house servants, except cooks, but 
do not seem to take as readily to west­ 
ern methods of cookery as do the J 
Chinese. 
Major Foster says that the advance J 
of the Moros toward civilization has 
been marked in the past three years. 
They have settled down to the cultiva- j 
tion of the soil and become fishers i 
with fixed habitations and small traders 1 
among themselves. 
They have not, 
however, advanced much as yet in the 
matter of self government. 
Having 
lived for centuries under the Mohamme­ 
dan patriarchial system of government 
they are slow to conceive the princi­ 
ples of representative government, and 
while the Filipinos in the northern 
islands have been found sufficiently ad­ 
vanced to justify their being given the 
power to elect their own local officials 
and legislature, the Moros have no ideas 
of self government. 
He thinks, how­ 
ever, that they will be in time educat- 
*ed to it. 
"Catabato, where Major Foster is 
stationed, is 150 miles from Zamboan­ 
ga, the capital of the island and prov­ 
ince, the only communication being by 
water. The government boats visit the 
post twice a month and merchant ves­ 
sels about twice a week. 
The post is 
connected not only with Zamboanga 
but with Manilla and the outside world 
by telegraph. 
In the islands the tele­ 
graph system is a part of the postal 
system the postmaster in the smaller

“We favor the establishment of a 
postal savings bank system for the con­ 
venience of the people and the encour­ 
agement of thrift.” 
This Is the declaration of the Repub­ 
lican national platform, and postal sav­ 
ings banks will without doubt be au­ 
thorized by law and established as a 
part of our financial system by the 
action of Congress at its coining ses­ 
sion, which will be convened in Decem­ 
ber. 
Indeed, much has already been 
accomplished towards the enactment of 
this law. 
At the last session of Con­ 
gress a bill was carefully 
prepared 
which met with the approval qf the 
Postmaster General, and was reported 
upon favorably by the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Post Offices and Post Roads. 
This bill is now on the Statute calendar | 
and can be acted upon as scon as Con­ 
gress is convened. 
The scope of the proposed law is set 
forth in the committee report, which is 
in part as follows: 
Commute* Report. 
Tho purpose of this bill is to place 
at the disjx>sHi of people of 
small 
means the machinery of the Postoffice 
Department to aid and encourage them 
to save their earnings. The subject of 
postal savings bauks or depositories is 
not new in this country and it may be 
truly said to be quite familiar to the 
people of Europe and the British colon­ 
ies. 
The propriety 
of 
establishing 
postal savings banks became the sub­ 
ject of discussion in England as early 
as 1807. 
Every objection to such use 
of the postoffice facilities urged in this 
country was vigorously pressed in ths 
long-continued discussion of the subject 
in England. 
For over fifty years private savings 
institutions waged bitter opposition to 
the growing sentiment in favor of postal 
savings 
banks, but 
notwithstanding 
such opposition in 1861 an act of Par­ 
liament was passed entitled ‘‘An act 
th grant additional facilities for de­ 
positing small savings with the security 
of the government for the due repay­ 
ment thereof.” That the alarm of pri­ 
vate institutions was ill 
founded is 
amply proven by the recorded fact that 
the private savings banks increased 
their capital by more than ten millions 
of dollars iii the first fifteen years fol­ 
lowing the establishment of postal sav­ 
ings institutions. 
That the postal savings institutions 
proved successful is satisfactorily at­ 
tested by the fact that no backward 
step has ever been taken in England on 
this subject and by the further fact 
that in rapid succession the lead of 
England was taken by dther countries 
The primary purpose of these inst!, 
tutions is to encourage thrift aud a 1 
saving disposition among the people of 
small means by placing at their dis­ 
posal in every part of 
the country 
ready facilities for the depositing of 
small sums, with absolute assurance of ! 
repayment on demand with rn low rate I 
Of interest on a 
limited 
aggregate ; 
amount. 
Postal Saving! Bank* Needed. 
In certain parts of our country sav­ 
ings institutions are sufficiently numer- ' 
ous to accommodate the people, but 
such areas are quite limited, being con­ 
fined to New England and New York. 
It is alleged that by reason of the num- I 
ber and location of savings hanks there I 
is one savings account to every two of ; 
the population of New England, where- I 
as in all (he country outside New En­ 
gland and New York the average is 
only one savings account to every 157 
of the population. Taking such figures 
to be approximately correct and recog­ 
nizing the fact that the people of all 
sections of this country are pretty 
much the same in habits, Inclinations, 
and purposes, it must bs obvious to the 
most casual observer that the people 
of the South, the Middle West, and the 
West do not save their earnings as do 
those of New England from the mere 
want of secure places in which deposits 
may be made. 
To those who feel inclined to believe 
that tho establishment of postal sav­ 
ings depositories will involvs an ele­ 
ment of paternalism it seems quite suf­ 
ficient to suggest that the machinery of 
the Postoffice Department is now in ex» 
Istence and will continue to exist with­ 
out diminution of 
expense whether 
such depositories are created or not 
and that the establishment of these 
depositories for the benefit 
of 
the 
people will not involve one farthing of 
loss to the Post-Office Department, but 
will probably, on the contrary, prove 
more than self-sustaining. Very slight 
computation will clearly demonstrate 
that the postal savings depositors can 
not burden the Post-Office Department 
with any additional deficiency.

Dsscrlbesttie Government, Courts, 
and Characteristics of the 
American Orient 
Major A. B. Foster, in command of a 
batallion cf Philippine scouts and gov­ 
ernor of the district of Catabato, which 
is a part of the island of Mindanao, P. 
I., has been visiting his sister, Mrs. W. 
A. Fleming for some days past. Major 
Foster, who is a Capt. in the 19th U. 
S. Infantry, detailed for service with 
the scouts, talks very interestingly of 
life and conditions of the islands. 
His 
present service on the islands is his 
second, he having gone there in 1899 
with his regiment to assist in subduing 
the insurrection there. 
After a term of service there he 
came to the States with his regiment 
and returned with it to the islands in 
1905. About a year and half ago he was 
detailed as major of Philippine scouts and 
assigned to the district of Catabato. 
He has under him a batallion of four 
companies of scouts, the enlisted men 
being all Macabebes from the island 
of Luzon. The commissioned officers 
of the batallion are Americans detailed 
from the non-commissioned officers of 
the regular army. Major Foster states 
that during the last three years every­ 
thing has been very quiet on the island 
and the scouts have had little to do ex­ 
cept as they are the visible signs of 
the governmental power, their control 
of the natives being in the moral effect 
rather than the physical. Major Fos­ 
ter, in addition to his duties as com­ 
mander of the scouts is also governor 
of the district and appoints a prominent 
man in each community to assist in en­ 
forcing discipline. 
He also acts as a 
justice, trying petty criminal and small 
civil cases, while the court of first in­ 
stance in the province, over which 
Judge Springer, 
formerly of Iowa, 
presides, has jurisdiction of serious 
crimes and of appeals from his decis­ 
ions. 
He states that the judge goes 
from place to place, as does the dis­ 
trict judge in Minnesota, and has simi­ 
lar functions. From this court there may 
be an appeal to the supreme court of 
the islands, which is held in Manilla 
There is not enough business in any one 
town to sustain lawyers and they make 
their headquarters at Zamboanga, the 
capitol of the pr vince, traveling the 
circuit after a manner of the days of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
Major Foster states that he likes the 
work and country. The Morros, over 
whom he has jurisdiction are Mohamem 
dans, there being only about twenty 
white people in his entire district, near­ 
ly .all being officials or in the employ 
of the government There are several 
ladies in the number, Mrs. Foster liv­ 
ing there with him. At p esent she is 
visiting in Denver. The Major states 
that the maximum temperature is about 
96 degrees, while there is a range of 
vbut 25 to 30 degrees during the year. 
As a rule the nights are cool. The ex - 
pense of living he finds about the same 
the world over, some things being 
higher in one place and other things 
higher in others. Strange as it may 
seem he says servants are dearer than 
here. The servants -are 
nearly all 
Chinese, the Morros not being suffi­ 
ciently educated to the ways of civili­ 
zation. The Filipinos, he states, make 
good house servants, except cooks, but 
dojnot seem to take as readily to west­ 
ern methods of cookery as do the 
Chinese. 
Major Foster says that the advance 
of the Moros toward civilization has 
been marked in the past three years. 
They have settled down to the cultiva­ 
tion of the soil and become fishers 
with fixed habitations and small traders 
among themselves. They have not, 
however, advanced much as yet in the 
matter of self government. Having 
lived for centuries under the Mohamme­ 
dan patriarchial system of government 
^Tthey are slow to conceive the princi- 
'ples of representative government, and 
while the Filipinos in the northern 
islands have been found sufficiently ad­ 
vanced to justify their being given the 
power to elect their own local officials 
and legislature, the Moros have no ideas 
of self government. He thinks, how­ 
ever, that they will be in time educat- 
«ed to it. 
•Catabato, where Major Foster is 
stationed, is 150 miles from Zamboan­ 
ga, the capital of the island and prov­ 
ince, the only communication being by 
water. The government boats visit the 
post twice a month and merchant ves­ 
sels about twice a week. The post is 
connected not only with Zamboanga 
but with Manilla and the outside world 
by telegraph. 
In the islands th e . tele­ 
graph system is a part of the postal 
system the postmaster in the smaller 
places being the telegraph or cable op­ 
erator also. There are daily bulletins 
received of the important news of the 
world, and the government wires also 
handle private business. 
Taken altogether, Major Foster ex­ 
presses himself as well pleased with

Bryan to Answer Roosevelt’s 
Latest Letter. 


TOUR THROUGH SOUTH DAKOTA 


Democratic Candidate for tho Presi­ 


dency Pours Volleys of Criticism 


Into tho Republican Platform, Judge 


Taft and the Nation’s Chief Execu­ 


tive— Greeted by Larga and Enthu­ 


siastic Crowds at Evary Stop. 


Yankton, S. D., Sept. 29.—President 
Roosevelt’s letter to William J. Bryan, j 
which furnished another chapter in 
the recent rapid-fire correspondence 
between the two, was not read by the 
Democratic 
candidate 
until 
he ar­ 
rived at Tripp, a small station on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail­ 
road. 
A newspaper was there handed to 
him, and at the conclusion of his 
speech at that point he carefully read 
what Mr. Roosevelt had to say. 
Mr. 
Bryan when he had finished going 
over the letter remarked that he would 
not reply to it by letter, but would 
answer soon “the few new points It 
contains in a statement.” 
Upon his arrival here the Demo­ 
cratic candidate got a hearty welcome 
from a big crowd. 
He spoke for twen­ 
ty minutes from a platform erected 
in the middle of Walnut street, and 
briefly discussed the Issues of the 
campaign, laying particular stress on 
the guarantee of bank deposits as con­ 
tained in the Democratic platform. 
In conducting his one day’s cam­ 
paign in South Dakota, Mr. Bryan 
poured volleys of criticism into the 
Republican 
platform, Mr. Taft and 
President Roosevelt. 
Mr. Bryan spoke a dozen times, his 
principal remarks being at Mitchell. 
Yankton. Vermillion and Elk Point, 
His favorite arguments were on the 
trusts, guarantee of bank deposits and 
publicity of campaign contributions 
before election.
